BUSINESS INTEGRITY. 


When a business worth while is to 
be produced the greatest care possible 
should be taken in laying the founda- 
tion to see that every stone and every 
brick entering into the same have the 
necessary qualities and resistance to 
sustain their ever increasing weight. 
If there be a single piece defective it 
may be the cause of a weak and 
tottering building. If there be sev- 
eral defective pieces here and there 
the first terrestrial vibration may 


with our business integrity and repu- 
tation, if we falsely represent ‘goods 


to a customer today and tell a dif- 
ferent story to his neighbor tomor- 


row how long can we expect to re- 


tain the respect and business of either | 


one. We should be extremely cau- 
tious in describing the qualities of an 
article which we know will eventu- 


ally be found to be useless or worth- 


legs... surprising how quickly 
the laity learn the approximate make- 
up of questionable preparations and 


mixtures. Indeed many of the laity 


are keenly aware of the manner and 
methods of deception practiced by un- 


scrupulous men who unfortunately 


associate themselves with our busi- 
ness. To attempt to laud worthless 
preparations to people of this type 


quickly destroys their confidence in 


us and we ultimately lose their busi- 
ness and also that of their neighbors 


and friends. It will be seen at a 


glance, then, that the temptation to 
make a few cents should not cause us 
to lose our business integrity, a thing 


which even money cannot always re- 


place. 


If a customer insists upon buying 
a certain kind of article that is his 
business. If he asks us for a descrip- 
tion of its value or merits or curative 
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qualities that is’ our business. We 


should have at least an approximate 


idea of the virtue or lack of it in the 
‘preparations we handle. In certain 
articles we do not know, when advice 
is sought, we believe we should 
frankly tell a customer we do not 
know and therefore cannot recom- 
mend either the value or the lack 
of it. 


young man starting out in busi-— 
ness is often greatly tempted to laud 


worthless articles in order that he 


may make the little profit on the sale. 


However, he should not. forget that 
he is laying the foundation stones for 


the future structure of his business | 
With each such transac- 


enterprise. 
tion he can rest assured that he is 
putting in defective stones or cement 
in the foundation of his future busi- 
ness enterprise. Above all things 
these defective materials in the foun- 
dation constitute the greatest menaces 


possible for the superstructure which ‘ 


must eventually be made. What satis- 
faction will it give the business man 
who builds rapidly upon a poor foun- 
dation only later to see his enter- 
prise collapse. 

The young physician in starting out 


for the practice of his profession is — 


often besieged by the unscrupulous 
and criminal classes to perform 1l- 
legal operations for handsome fees. 


The temptation is often very great 


when he has great difficulty to meet 
the everyday necessities of life. 


the respect of his fellow assogiates 
‘and the good name he bore among 
his neighbors and friends. He soon 
becomes an outcast in every sense. 
His. future. which was. bright and 
promising is now blighted. His re- 
ward is’ disgrace and ignominy and 
try as best he can, he can seldom, if 


ever, regain his reputation, character 


or professional standing. 
Integrity and honesty in the end is 
the only thing that pays. 


But 
everyone knows that he who is: so 
tempted and he so falls soon loses

and friend face to face every day 
without any feeling of- uneasiness, to 


be able to tell the same story.a. thou- 


sand times, if necessary, to a’ thousand 
different people, to feel and know 


that you enjoy ‘the confidence and 
respect of the community in which 
you live is in itself'a great reward, is 
in itself a consolation and a source of 
happiness which no amount of gold, 
dishonestly obtained, can even. touch. 
In the way of reward or consolation 
we confidently believe that business 
integrity is an asset which is not 
nearly as fully recognized as it should 
be. Even economics recognize it as 
very essential. The business or pro- 


fessional man who has made a success 
will tell you. that business integrity 


is the very heart’s blood of the future 


high-class business. 


PROPOSED LAWS. 


There are at least two bills of con- 
siderable interest. to Pharmacists be- 
fore the present Legislature, One of 
these, introduced by a Senator from — 
Fresno, is designed to do away with 
“trading stamps,” ‘premium coupons, 
etc. It would seem that this bill 
would be of a considerable aid to the 
Pharmacists who in their keen com- 
petition often do foolish and unreason- 
able things for which the public does 
not praise or even give thanks. 

Another bill intended to amend 
the State Board of Health’s provi- 
sion for the Food and Drugs Act ‘is 
of some interest to Pharmacists. The 
essentials of its provisions are to 
have three places to which Pharm- 
acists are summoned to answer for 
infractions of the law. One of these 
to be at Los Angeles, another at 
Sacramento and one at San. Fran- 
cisco. At present they are all re- 
quired to go to Sacramento for hear- 
ings. ‘This would seem to be a rea- 
sonable thing and if it is. conceived 
as practicable there is no reason why 
such law should not be made. 

Perhaps the most important pro- 
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vision of this bill, however, 
paragraph which takes the fines en- 
tirely away from the laboratory and 
puts the same in the general fund. 
This may: appear to be on the sur- 
face ‘satisfactory but in reality it is. 


little short of doing away with the 


laboratory which of course is ‘the 


most important and potent instru-— 
ment of the law. Were the finés to 


be’ entirely taken away from’ the 
laboratory the same would be left 
with little or no financial support and 
that which it did réceive would have 
to come through the hands of ‘poli- 
ticians. Every one knows what this 
would mean. One or two men might 


nullify the law when and where each 
pleased’ and we might as well —

no law covering Pure 
Drugs. 
part of the act is, in our opinion, 
little more than a means of destroy- 
ing the law in fact and intent. If 
we are misinformed upon it we shall 
be pleased to learn of it. 

_ Any good law now and then in- 
conveniences. most of us and some 
time even annoys us, but still we 
should remember the intent and pur- 
pose and also the fact that it is for 


the benefit of the many regardless of 
If we 
do this we are inclined to be good 
natured about enforcement of the law 


the inconvenience of the few. 


and should make more effort to make 
the enforcement as simple and easy 
as possible without, however, nulli- 
tying the efforts of the law which, 
in or opinion, is a blessing to all 
reputable dealers in both foods and 
drugs. 
The Pacific however, 
has no selfish interest in the matter 
and if it appears wise to the trade to 
go to this extreme we are not going 
to antagonize in any way.

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WHEN A MINOR BUYS GOODS 


FROM YOU, WHAT CHANCE 


mix-up a Client of mine 
(a wholesale dealer) got into with a 
miner who went into the retail busi- 


‘ness recently, inspires me to warn 
_readets hereof that the law goes the 


limit in protecting minors by allow- 
ing them to repudiate their business 
contracts almost at will. a : 


In the. case referred to, ‘the minor, 
who was somewhat over 20 years old, 
‘The 
knowing him to be of 
good family and believing him to be 
over 21 years old, sold him some 
goods. He did not succeed, and when 


the jobber finally made legal demand 


for the payment of the account, the 
minor snapped his fingers at the whole 
matter. He had gotten the jobber’s 


goods, had sold them and used the 


money, but nevertheless the law would 
not compel him to account. The 
theory is that it is so important that 
infants, as the law calls everybody 
under 21 years old, should be pro- 
tected from imposition; that a minor’ 
will be permitted to repudiate any 


contract (except for necessaries) even 


though there is no question of impo- 
sition in the particular case. 

There is a case along this line in 
Pennsylvania which has been attract-_ 
ing considerable attention. A young 
man named D. F. Haupt, who was 


between 20 and 21, took charge of his 


father’s lumber business after the 
mother had conducted it for a year. 
The father’s name was D. P. Haupt. 
The boy adopted a letter head on which 
he printed “Established in 1862,” and 
“Wholesale and Retail Dealer in Lum- 
ber and Building Materials.” He then, 
on this letter head, wrote a letter order- 
ing goods and stating that he was the 
successor of D. P. Haupt. He got the 


goods and utilized them in his business, 
but refused to pay for them. When he 
reached ‘21, he formally repudiated the 
contract, as he did a number of others. 
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The creditor sued, but lost. The court 
said : 


“Except for necessaries an infant 1S 
not competent to bind himself, nor 1s 


he liable on the contracts he has made. 


_ “Where an infant has made no mis- 
representation as to his age, the mere 
fact that the person with whom he deals 
does not know of his minority, or even 


has reason to believe from his appear- 


ance that he was of age, does not ren- 


der the contract valid, or prevent the 
infant from disaffirming it; nor will the 


mere fact that the infant does not vol- 
unteer information as to his age invali- 
date his contract.

his age, when making a contract, does 


not constitute a fraud which can be 
made the. basis of an action against him 


for deceit.” 
So the creditor lost both his goods 


: pel his money. It looked like ‘the tri- 


umph of dishonesty, yet young Haupt 
acted clearly within his rights. — 

I note by the same reports that other 
creditors have been trying various plans 
of getting this boy, but all have failed. 
In a case decided very recently another 


creditor tried a new tack. Advised by 


his counsel that he could not enter suit 
in the regular way because the minor 
was not liable on his contract, he issued 
a writ of replevin against the goods he 
had sold. This was to seize the goods 
on the theory that title had never passed 


to Haupt. Of course the goods were 


long since consumed, but in replevin if 
the person against whom the writ is is- 
sued has had the goods but cannot pro- 


'duce them now, he must account for 


their value. The wily creditor there- 
fore thought perhaps that Haupt could 


be made to pay in that way. But he 


too lost. The court said in part: 
“The defendant, while a minor, with- 

out disclosing his minority, purchased a 

carload of lumber from the plaintiff. 


He attained his majority not long after, 
and in writing disafirmed the contract 


to pay on the ground of infancy. At 
that time some of the goods was still 
in his possession, but no proof as to 


this boy’s transactions ran 


the quantity was offered. The defend- 


ant became of age on December 23, 


1908, and on December 17, 1913, long 
after the goods .were disposed of, the 
present action of replevin was started. 

“Tt is true that under the replevin act 
when the plaintiff does not get posses- 
sion, he is entitled to the value of the 
goods. But if we were to allow a re- 
covery by the plaintiff, we would mere- 
ly be affording'a means to collect a 
debt by reason of a change in. the 
form of action and this would render 
the defendant liable for that which he, 
under the law, could repudiate when he 
became of age. Any one contracting 


_ with a minor, instead of bringing an 
action in contract against which the 


fact that he was under age could be 
pleaded, could by merely changing this 


action to replevin obtain a judgment 


for his claim irrespective of the fact 
as to whether defendant was in posses- 
sion of the goods or not. This would 


- be accomplishing by indirection that 


which the plaintiff is prevented from 


doing directly. 


“The act of the defendant will not 
meet with the approval of any honest 
person, but the wrong that was done, 
it appears, must. remain without rem- 
edy. The hardships which must arise 
in particular cases must yield to the 


operation of the general rule founded 


on public policy, intended to prevent 
persons in fact under age, from the 


danger of imprudent contracts.” 


My judgment is that even though 
into a mil- 
lion dollars, and even though he utilized 
that million to make two million for 
himself, which he still has, nevertheless 
he cannot be made to pay one cent of 


the business debts he while 


under 21. 
Always provided that he pil no 
false representations about his age. If 


he said he was 21 when he ‘was not, 


he can of course be arrested for ob- 
taining goods under false pretenses, 
and can also be made to pay in a civil 
action. 

The moral, when dealing with cus- 
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tomers, whether wholesale or . retail, 
who look as if they might be under 21, 
is obvious. Ask them and get their 
statement either in writing or before a 
witness.

HOME- GROWN LEMON- GRASS 
OIL. 


A New Crop That May Prove Profit- 
able for Volatile Oil Growing. — 


The attention of growers of volatile 
oil plants is called to the possibilities 
of profit in the production of lemon- 
grass oil in a new publication of the 


U. S. Department of Agriculture, Bul- 


letin No. 442. Because of the overhead 
charges for a plant which will be in 
use only a few weeks in the year, the 
production of lemon-grass oil by itself, 
it is said, probably will not be profit- 
able, but by growing it in conjunction 
with other volatile oil plants, a long 
distilling season may be attained and 


greater use obtained distilling 


plant. 
At the present time about 100,000 
pounds of lemon-grass oil are used in 
the United States, chiefly in the per- 
fume and soap industries. Practically 
all of this oil is imported, most of it 
being produced in the East Indies. 
There seems to be, however, no reason 
why lemon grass can not be grown 
successfully in the sub-tropical portions 
of the United States. 
- The plant does best on well-drained, 
sandy loam, but it is suggested that the 
high pine lands of the Florida peninsula 
would be suitable. Newly-cleared sandy 
pine land without any previous: appli- 
cation of lime has given good results. 
On the other hand, poorly-drained soil 
should not be used. The crop, it is 
said, may be planted with safety where 
the temperature does not fall below 25° 
F. On the sandy Florida soils ex- 
periments have shown that lemon grass 
requires rather more Ss than other 
grasses, 

The first year, two cuttings can be 
made, thereafter three harvests a year 


tion of outfit. 
cient importance to make it doubtful

_ not: profitable because of the low oil 


content in the lower portion of the 
plant. 


Commercially, the investigators of the 


Department of Agriculture have had no 
difficulty in selling samples of the oil 
produced in their experiments in Flor- 
ida at a price equivalent to that ob- 
tained for the better grades of imported 
oil. Eighty cents per pound is taken 
as the average price to be expected un- 
der average conditions, 
for acre of lemon grass should yield, 
it is said, about 35 pounds, or a gross 
‘income of $28 an acre. After the first 


year the expense of growing the grass 


and distilling the oil is estimated at 
approximately $17 an acre. In this

estimate, however, it is pointed out, no 


allowance is made for such charges as 


taxes, insurance, interest, or deprecia-

A few weeks ago I had the honor 
and pleasure of representing my Col- 
lege Fraternity (Kappa Psi) as a dele- 


gate to their convention held in At- 


lanta, Georgia. This opportunity came 
to me when I least’ expected it—as is 
the way of all the big things in life. 


Before commencing my journey I[ 
had drawn a mental picture to myself 


and in it I saw different people, dif- 
ferent cities, different methods of con- 
ducting various enterprises. I con- 
ceived an entirely different world than 
that to which I had been accustomed. 

I was now to witness with my own 
eyes the big cities, the gigantic indus- 


tries, the system, thrift and life of the 


American people as it really exists. 


_ My itinerary called for stops at Salt 
Lake City, Kansas City, Memphis, Bir- 
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mingham, Atlanta, Washington, D. C., 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, New York, 
Buffalo, Niagara Falls, Detroit, Chicago 
and then the best stop of all—HomE, 
Thad read about these cities—studied 
them in my grammar school days and 
had some vague idea’ of their size and 
importance. Now I was to actually see 


them, and henceforth the second-handed 
information from books and dear teach- 


ers was to be relegated to the back- 
ground. Being a pharmacist, naturally 
my thoughts turned toward those of 


pharmacy. 


I had read’ and been told how won- 
derfully efficient the great chain stores 
in the East were, and as a result my 
mind was primed for a revelation— 


something original, unique, up-to-date, 
down-to-the-minute method of conduct- 


ing a drug store. Instead, with a few 


limited exceptions, the drug stores were 


so far behind the‘ times in general ap- 


pearance, display of goods, method of 
handling customers, etc., that it made 


me wonder how long they could stay 
in business and compete with real live 
2000 miles west. 

- Having satisfied myself that these 
conditions were facts and not a dream 
or myth, I tried to think of some ex- 
cuse for their existence. Why didn’t 
they have modern equipment, ‘novel and 
interesting displays, clerks that looked 


as though they had at least eight hours 


of the twenty-four 1 in which they might 


sleep? 


Wondering. about these things I 


walked into. the largest drug store in 


New York City and engaged a clerk 
in conversation. The following, is a 
brief resumé of our conversation: 
“Yes, this is my short day—work 
ten hours to-day. To-morrow I come 


on the job at 8 a. m. and work until 


11 p. m., with a half hour for lunch 
and an hour for dinner. Oh, no; I 


never went to college; bought a quizz 


compend and passed the State board. 
Sure the wages are pretty good. Some 
of the older men with 10 or 15 years’ 
experience to their credit get as high 


‘as $22.50 and $25 a week, but they. are 


on the prescription case.” 
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_ Asking where the prescription de- 


partment was, the clerk directed me 


down the aisle, and in passing I san 
soda fountains “to the right of me,” 
suit cases to the left of me—so glaring 


with their cut-rate prices that they al- 
most “volleyed and thundered”: but 


nary a drug counter could I find in 
that maze of Hatdware~Carnation 
Milk-Cigars and Cigarettes. 
Finally a clerk, noticing my bewil- 
derment, gave me the right steer and 
at length I landed before a little out- 


_of-the-way, inconspicuous counter with 
a neatly worded sign called DRUGS. 


The nearest that store ever came to 
being a pharmacy was this corner. 
The question presented to my mind 
after this brief experience was: If a 
corporation with almost unlimited cap- 
ital can produce dividends under these 
conditions, what would result if every 
clerk in that store was a college-bred 
man? If instead of a quizz course the 
clerks were trained specialists, with a 


broader idea of even the most insignifi- 


cant transaction, and men who had un- 
dergone special training to make phar- 
macy their profession demanded and 
received just compensation, how much 
better it would be for all concerned. 

- Deep down in the heart of even the 
most cold-blooded corporation there 
must be a knowledge that in order to 
receive the best service and obtain the 
best men they must part with some 
good American gold, and even the most 
carping critic of the college prerequisite 
will admit that if a man is in every 
way capable as a druggist without a 
college education he would be a better 
man still with one. 


The small druggist has within his 
means many advantages that do not 
occur to the chain stores, personal trade 
being an important factor, cultivation 
of an “individuality” in products of his 
own manufacture, goods that he can 
honestly recommend, whether it is a 
“Corn Remedy” or a “Spring Tonic.”

On January 23, Mr. M. C. Serber 
of the B. F. Goodrich Rubber Com- 
pany, lectured before the assembled 
students on “The Source and the 
Manufacture of Rubber.” He stated 


that rubber is a dried coagulated 


milky juice collected from various 
trees found in South America, Africa, 
Central America and Malay penin- 
sula. In South America and Africa 
it is dificult to obtain the rubber on 
account ‘of the jungles, extremely 
dry climate and short seasons. The 
trees are tapped by a gatherer, the 
milky juice being caught in a cup. 
This is removed in about three hours. 
One-half to one oz. is gathered from 
each incision. The juice is then 


smoked in order to coagulate it. The 
active agent being pyroligneous acid 
and is then moulded in form of large 


that 
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black “biscuits” and shipped to fac- 
tories as crude rubber. 

The process as practiced in the 
Malay peninsula and Ceylon, where > 
they have the cultivated trees, differs 
very little from the one described. 


‘The juice is heated in pans to which 


is added acetic acid for coagulation 
and the rubber is rolled in the form 
of sheets. ‘The product of these cul- | 
tivated plantations is yellow, far 
lighter in color than that from the 
virgin trees. 

At the factory the is 
incorporated with sulphur, and vul- 
canized. Rubber bands and similar 
articles made from this dre about 
97 per cent pure rubber. The color- 


ing matter added are mineral pig- 


ments, such as antimony sulphide, 
chrome yellow, vermilion of oxides of 
iron and white pigments. He stated 
“this coloring matter, whether 
white or red, does not injure or im- 
prove the article.” 

Hot water bottles were formerly 
prepared by rolling the rubber into 
sheets, cut into shape and then ce- 
mented by a cloth inserted seam. At 


present they are put over a “core,” 


pressed into form and _ vulcanized. 
The core is then drawn out through 
the neck, the bottle trimmed and 
made ready for the market. 
In selling hot water bottles, etc., 
the salesman should be careful in 


guaranteeing against defects in work- 


manship or manufacture, as the man- 
ufacturers are not responsible for 
water bottles that leak when caused 
by “cooking” the rubber with boiling 
water or dissolving the rubber by 
means of oil. Their guarantee covers 
defects of manufacture and not pos- 
sible abuse on the part of the pur- 
chaser.
